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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


The purpose of this report is to provide the Missouri State Highway Patrol (MSHP) and other State and local 
traffic safety authorities with information about Missouri's holiday traffic crash experience. The source of 
data used in this study was the Missouri Statewide Traffic Accident Records System (STARS). This report 
contains historical data encompassing the last five years of Missouri's holiday traffic crash experience with 
emphasis on the latest year (2001). 


Missouri traffic safety authorities recognize holidays are an especially hazardous time for the driving public. 
From 1997 through 2001, one person was killed in a traffic crash every 7.7 hours in the State of Missouri. 
Over the holidays, one person was killed every 6.5 hours during the same five-year period. A total of 392 
persons were killed over these holidays and 20,045 were injured. 


e Over the Memorial Day holiday, 56 persons were killed and 3,526 were injured in Missouri 
from 1997 through 2001. In 2001, there were 1,255 traffic crashes in which 16 persons were 
killed and 632 were injured. One person was killed or injured every 7.2 minutes. 


e Over the Fourth of July holiday, 58 persons were killed and 3,533 were injured from 1997 
through 2001. There were 564 traffic crashes in 2001 in which 4 persons were killed and 265 
were injured. One person was killed or injured every 7.0 minutes. 


e Over the Labor Day holiday, 74 persons were killed and 3,402 were injured in Missouri from 
1997 through 2001. In 2001, there were 1,205 traffic crashes in which 9 persons were killed 
and 593 were injured. One person was killed or injured every 7.8 minutes. 


e Over the Thanksgiving holiday, 78 persons were killed and 4,150 were injured in Missouri 
from 1997 through 2001. In 2001, there were 1,872 traffic crashes in which 16 persons were 
killed and 798 were injured. One person was killed or injured every 7.5 minutes. 


e Over the Christmas holiday, 69 persons were killed and 2,543 were injured in Missouri from 
1997 through 2001. There were 1,567 traffic crashes in 2001 in which 10 persons were killed 
and 632 were injured. One person was killed or injured every 9.5 minutes. 


e Over the New Year holiday, 57 persons were killed and 2,891 were injured in Missouri from 
1997 through 2001. In 2001, there were 1,513 traffic crashes in which 15 persons were killed 
and 597 were injured. One person was killed or injured every 10.0 minutes. 


INTRODUCTION 


This report is one in a series which present data identifying the magnitude, severity, and characteristics of 
traffic crashes occurring over holidays in Missouri. The findings described in this report are based on five 
years of the State's holiday traffic crash experience (1997 - 2001) with special emphasis on the last year 
(2001). 


Missouri traffic safety authorities have expressed an interest in studying holiday traffic crashes. Travel 
patterns change for many persons during these time periods. In many instances, persons take long trips at the 
start of the holiday and return on the last day. The volume of traffic on interstates and other major arterials 
having high speed limits dramatically increases during these time periods creating or magnifying congestion 
on these roadways. 3 


In addition, many holiday time periods start at the end of a full workday after which drivers take long trips. 
Fatigue, resulting from lack of rest, as well as rising expectations of reaching destinations, no doubt, reduces 
defensive driving abilities and increases the likelihood of committing driver error, such as speeding. In 
addition, holiday travelers making the return trip may experience similar problems due to their heavy involve- 
ment in recreational or other activities. 


Recreational activities increase over holiday periods along with consumption of alcoholic beverages as well 
as other types of intoxicants. This heavy consumption increases the chance of serious traffic crashes occur- 
ring as a result of intoxicated drivers and/or pedestrians. 


Missouri law enforcement agencies and other traffic safety authorities take special precautions aimed at 
reducing holiday traffic crash levels as well as their severity. Law enforcement agencies direct their forces to 
those roadways having inordinate amounts of holiday traffic. Some agencies set up special programs such as 
arranging to have intoxicated persons driven home to prevent them from driving while intoxicated. Many law 
enforcement agencies and other traffic safety authorities conduct media campaigns to alert the public to the 
increased driving hazards they may experience over the holidays. 


The intent of this report is to provide these traffic safety authorities with baseline information about 
Missouri's holiday traffic crash experience. This information can be used to develop more effective holiday 
traffic safety countermeasure programs. 


Data used in this study were obtained from the Missouri Statewide Traffic Accident Records System 
(STARS). In accordance with State statute, law enforcement agencies are required to investigate traffic 
crashes occurring on public roadways if they involve death or personal injury or property damage over 
$500.00. The results of their investigation are entered on uniform traffic accident report forms and forwarded 
to the Missouri State Highway Patrol (MSHP) Traffic Division. Staff from the MSHP Traffic Division 
encode data from these reports to computerized files. These files are made available to the MSHP Statistical 


Analysis Center (SAC) to conduct this analysis. 


The findings from this study are described in the following three sections. The first section displays the 2001 
Missouri Holiday Traffic Safety Clock. This clock offers an overview of the frequency of deaths and injuries 
caused by holiday traffic crashes over time. The second section presents data on Missouri's traffic crashes 
related to specific holidays. Holidays addressed in this section are: 


Memorial Day 
Fourth of July 
Labor Day 
Thanksgiving 
Christmas 
New Year 


The last section provides summary data on the 2001 holiday traffic crashes in all counties and cities with 
populations of 1,000 or more in the State of Missouri.

2.1 MEMORIAL DAY HOLIDAY CRASHES 


This section presents a series of data displays which describe Missouri's traffic 
crash experience over the Memorial Day holiday. Data displays also are presented 


which identify characteristics of the vehicle and drivers involved in these incidents. 


SUMMARY OF ANALYSIS 


e Over the past five years (1997 - 2001), 56 persons have been killed and 3,526 have been injured in 
traffic crashes on Missouri roadways over Memorial Day holidays. 


e Over the 2001 Memorial Day holiday, Missouri had 1,255 traffic crashes. In these crashes, 16 
persons were killed and 632 were injured. 


e Over the 2001 Memorial Day holiday, one person was killed or injured every 7.2 minutes. 


e Of all 2001 Memorial Day holiday traffic crashes, the first harmful event in 54.7% of the incidents 
involved one motor vehicle in transport striking another motor vehicle in transport. In 20.6% of the 
cases, the first harmful event involved a motor vehicle striking a fixed object. 


e Ofall 2001 Memorial Day holiday traffic crashes, 55.5% occurred in an urban area and 44.5% 
occurred in a rural area of the State. However, in 2001 fatal Memorial Day traffic crashes, 80.0% 
occurred in a rural area. 


e Drinking by drivers and pedestrians was a contributing circumstance in 9.2% of all traffic crashes 
over the 2001 Memorial Day holiday. However, it was a contributing circumstance in 18.1% of the 
fatal and personal injury crashes. 


e Speeding by drivers was a contributing circumstance in 16.6% of all traffic crashes occurring over 
the 2001 Memorial Day holiday. However, it was a contributing circumstance in 28.0% of the fatal 
and personal injury crashes. 


e Of the eleven occupants killed in automobiles, trucks, vans, and motor homes (vehicles normally having 
safety restraint devices), the restraint device was not used in nine of the cases. In the remaining two 
Cases restraint usage was unknown.

'This table identifies the percentage of Memorial Day holiday crashes having a specific type of circumstance which 
contributed to the cause of the crash. For instance, when examining speed involvement in 2001 Missouri fatal and 
personal injury Memorial Day holiday crashes, it was found that in 28.0% of the crashes one or more drivers were 


speeding. In all Memorial Day holiday traffic crashes, 16.6% had one or more drivers who were speeding.

the 2001 Fourth of July holiday. However, it was a contributing circumstance in 23.6% of the fatal 
and personal injury crashes. 


e Of the three occupants killed in automobiles, trucks, vans, and motor homes (vehicles normally having 


safety restraint devices), the restraint device was used in one cases. In the remaining two cases, the 
occupant was not using a restraint device.

This section presents a series of data displays which describe Missouri's traffic 
crash experience over the Thanksgiving holiday. Data displays also are presented 


which identify characteristics of the vehicle and drivers involved in these incidents. 


SUMMARY OF ANALYSIS 


e Over the past five years (1997 - 2001), 78 persons have been killed and 4,150 have been injured in 
traffic crashes on Missouri roadways over Thanksgiving holidays. 


e Over the 2001 Thanksgiving holiday, Missouri had 1,872 traffic crashes. In these crashes, 16 persons 
were killed and 798 were injured. 


e Over the 2001 Thanksgiving holiday, one person was killed or injured every 7.5 minutes. 


e Of all 2001 Thanksgiving holiday traffic crashes, the first harmful event in 54.4% of the incidents 
involved one motor vehicle in transport striking another motor vehicle in transport. In 21.8% of the 
cases, the first harmful event involved a motor vehicle striking a fixed object. 


e Ofall 2001 Thanksgiving holiday traffic crashes, 62.0% occurred in an urban area and 38.0% 
occurred in a rural area of the State. However, in 2001 fatal Thanksgiving traffic crashes, 71.4% 
occurred in a rural area. 


e Drinking by drivers and pedestrians was a contributing circumstance in 6.8% of all traffic crashes 
over the 2001 Thanksgiving holiday. However, it was a contributing circumstance in 12.0% of the 
fatal and personal injury crashes. 


e Speeding by drivers was a contributing circumstance in 20.0% of all traffic crashes occurring over 
the 2001 Thanksgiving holiday. However, it was a contributing circumstance in 28.6% of the fatal 
and personal injury crashes. 


e None of the fifteen occupants killed in automobiles, trucks, vans, and motor homes (vehicles normally 
having safety restraint devices) were using a restraint device.

2.5 CHRISTMAS HOLIDAY CRASHES 


This section presents a series of data displays which describe Missouri's traffic 


crash experience over the Christmas holiday. Data displays also are presented 
which identify characteristics of the vehicle and drivers involved in these incidents. 


SUMMARY OF ANALYSIS 


e Over the past five years (1997 - 2001), 69 persons have been killed and 2,543 have been injured in 
traffic crashes on Missouri roadways over Christmas holidays. 


e Over the 2001 Christmas holiday, Missouri had 1,567 traffic crashes. In these crashes, 10 persons were 
killed and 632 were injured. 


e Over the 2001 Christmas holiday, one person was killed or injured every 9.5 minutes. 


e Ofall 2001 Christmas holiday traffic crashes, the first harmful event in 58.8% of the incidents involved 
one motor vehicle in transport striking another motor vehicle in transport. In 20.9% of the cases, the 
first harmful event involved a motor vehicle striking a fixed object. 


e Ofall 2001 Christmas holiday traffic crashes, 62.5% occurred in an urban area and 37.5% occurred 
in a rural area of the State. 


e Drinking by drivers and pedestrians was a contributing circumstance in 8.7% of all traffic crashes 
over the 2001 Christmas holiday. However, it was a contributing circumstance in 16.8% of the fatal 
and personal injury crashes. 


e Speeding by drivers was a contributing circumstance in 15.4% of all traffic crashes occurring over 
the 2001 Christmas holiday. However, it was a contributing circumstance in 24.4% of the fatal and 
personal injury crashes. 


e None of the nine occupants killed in automobiles, trucks, vans, and motor homes (vehicles normally 
having safety restraint devices) were using a restraint device.

SUMMARY OF ANALYSIS 


e Over the past five years (1997 - 2001), 57 persons have been killed and 2,891 have been injured in 
traffic crashes on Missouri roadways over New Year holidays. 


e Over the 2001 New Year holiday, Missouri had 1,513 traffic crashes. In these crashes, 15 persons were 
killed and 597 were injured. 


e Over the 2001 New Year holiday, one person was killed or injured every 10.0 minutes. 


e Ofall 2001 New Year holiday traffic crashes, the first harmful event in 58.4% of the incidents 
involved one motor vehicle in transport striking another motor vehicle in transport. In 23.4% of the 
cases, the first harmful event involved a motor vehicle striking a fixed object. 


e Ofall 2001 New Year holiday traffic crashes, 64.9% occurred in an urban area and 35.1% occurred 
in a rural area of the State. However, in fatal New Year holiday crashes, 61.5% occurred in a rural area. 


e Drinking by drivers and pedestrians was a contributing circumstance in 8.9% of all traffic crashes 
over the 2001 New Year holiday. However, it was a contributing circumstance in 16.4% of the fatal 
and personal injury crashes. 


e Speeding by drivers was a contributing circumstance in 12.1% of all traffic crashes occurring over 
the 2001 New Year holiday. However, it was a contributing circumstance in 19.8% of the fatal and 
personal injury crashes. 


e Of the fifteen occupants killed in automobiles, trucks, vans, and motor homes (vehicles normally having 


safety restraint devices), the restraint device was used in four cases. In the remaining eleven cases, the 
restraint device was not used.

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GLOSSARY 


CHRISTMAS: The holiday which falls on December 25th. 


FATAL TRAFFIC CRASH: A crash in which one or more persons were killed as a result 
of the crash and their death(s) occurred within 30 days of the incident. 


FOURTH OF JULY: The holiday which falls on July 4th. 


HOLIDAY COUNTING PERIOD: Periods set by the National Safety Council for purposes of counting 
holiday traffic crashes in the Nation. 


LABOR DAY: The holiday which falls on the first Monday in September. 
MEMORIAL DAY: The holiday which falls on the last Monday of May. 
NEW YEAR: The holiday which falls on January Ist. 


PERSONAL INJURY TRAFFIC CRASH: Any crash in which no person was killed but 
one or more persons were injured in the incident. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE TRAFFIC CRASH: Any crash in which no person was killed or 
injured but property was damaged in the incident. 


QUARTILE: The value that marks the boundary between two consecutive intervals in a frequency 
distribution of four intervals with each containing one quarter of the total population. 


RURAL AREA: Any community of less than 5,000 population or an unincorporated area of the State. 
THANKSGIVING: The holiday which falls on the fourth Thursday in November. 


URBAN AREA: Any community in the State having a population of 5,000 or more. 
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
